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FOREWORD 


In  this  booklet  are  brought  together  in  summary  form  data  pertaining 
to  the  1953  Agricultiiral  Conservation  Program  and  related  data  for 
the  1956-1955  period. 

The  Agricultioral  Conservation  Program  shares  with  individual  farmers 
the  cost  of  carrying  out  soil  and  water  conservation  measxires  essen- 
tial in  protecting  and  improving  the  productivity  of  the  Nation's 
agriciiltural  resources.    Costs  are  shared  on  conservation  practices 
which  it  is  considered  that  the  individual  farmer  would  not  carry 
out  to  the  needed  extent  on  his  ovm  initiative  and  with  his  own 
resources. 

This  cost-sharing  averages  less  than  50  percent  of  the  cost  and  is 
provided  in  the  form  of  materials,  services,  and  financial  assistance. 
The  particular  conservation  measures  for  which  costs  are  shared  on  an 
individual,  farm  are  those  which  are  deemed  most  urgently  needed  to 
meet  the  conservation  problems  on  that  farm. 

Costs  are  shared  only  on  conservation  measures  for  which  assistance 
is  requested  by  the  farmer  and  which  are  performed  in  accordance  with 
recognized  standards  which  assure  effective  conservation  results. 

For  the  convenience  of  those  interested  in  statistics  for  a  single 
State  1955  data  are  given  State  by  State  covering  all  major  conserva- 
tion practices,  participation,  and  amount  of  cost -sharing. 

Information  by  States  for  previous  years  has  been  published  in  similar 
reports  for  earlier  years,  in  "Agricultioral  Statistics,"  and  in  the 
annual  reports  of  the  Chief  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Agency,  and 
the  Administrator  of  the  Production  and  Marketing  Administration.
